Republic of GAMBIA (Africa) 
brass steeled-plated 10 BUTUTS 
1998 (decimal coinage) KM56. 
Obv. National arms, and Rev. 
Double-spurred Francolin. 


The Republic of Gambia, encompasses both sides of West Africa's Gambia River, and com- 
pletely surrounded by Senegal. Agriculture and tourism are the principal industries. Peanuts 
constitute 95% of export earnings. Gambia was once part of the great empires of Ghana and 
Songhay. It became a British colony in 1888, and gained independence in 1965. In 1982 it 
formed a confederation with Senegal until 1989 when it was dissolved and became a military 
controlled junta. Monetary system is 12 Pence = 1 Shilling, 

and 20 Shillings = 1 Pound. The Double-spurred Franco- 

lin, Pternistis bicalcaratus, is a gamebird in the pheasant 

family Phasianidae of the order Galliformes, gallinaceous 

birds. Like most francolins, it is restricted to Africa. It is a 

resident breeder in tropical west Africa, but there is a 

small and declining isolated population in Morocco. This 

bird is found in open habitats with trees. It nests in a lined 

ground scrape laying 5-7 eggs. Double-spurred Francolin 

takes a wide variety of plant and insect food.

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A World of Foreign Coins 


The Republic of Iceland, an island of re- 
cent volcanic origin in the North Atlantic east 
of Greenland and immediately south of the 
Arctic Circle. Fishing is the chief industry and 
accounts for more than 70% of exports. 


Monetary system: 100 Aurar = 1 Krona. 
Kingdom Decimal coinage: bronze 5 Aurar 
1942 KM7.2 and copper-nickel 25 Aurar 1940 
KM2.2; Republic Decimal coinage: copper- 
nickel 5 Kronur 1970 KM18; and Reform 
coinage: nickel-coated steel 1 Krona 1999 
KM27Aa Rev. Cod, and nickel-clad steel 5 Kro- 
nur 1996 KM28a Obv.

The Republic of Chile, a ribbon-like 
country on the Pacific coast of southern 
South America. The economic base has 
been the rich mineral deposits of its north- 
ern provinces. Copper has accounted for 
more than 75% of Chile's export earnings 
in recent years. Other important mineral 
exports are iron ore, iodine and nitrate of 
soda. Fresh fruits and vegetables, as well as 
wine are increasingly significant in inter- 
hemispheric trade. Monetary system: 16

The Federative Republic of Brazil, which comprises half of the continent of South America and is the only Latin American 
country deriving its culture and language from Portugal. 


The economy is as varied and complex as 
any in the developing world. 


Agriculture is the mainstay of the economy, 
while only 4% of the area is under cultiva- 
tion. Known mineral resources are almost 
unlimited in variety and size of reserves. A 
large, relatively sophisticated industry 
ranges from basic steel and chemical pro- 
duction to finished consumer goods. Cof- 
fee, iron ore and cocoa are the chief ex- 
ports.

The Swiss Confederation, located in cen- 
tral Europe north of Italy and south of Ger- 
many, economy centers about as well devel- 
oped manufacturing industry: machinery, 
chemicals, watches and clocks, and textiles 
are exported. The coinage of Switzerland has 
been struck at the Bern Mint since 1853 with 
but a few exceptions. All coins minted there 
carry a B mint mark through 1969, except for 
the 2-Centime and 2-Franc values where the 
mint mark was discontinued after 1968. In 
1968 and 1969 some issues were struck at 
both Bern (B) and in London (no mint mark).

The Kingdom of Belgium is a 
constitutional monarchy in north- 
west Europe, Chiefly Dutch- 
speaking Flemish and French- 
speaking Walloons. Agriculture, 
dairy farming, and the processing of 
raw materials for re-export are the 
principal industries. Beurs voor Dia- 
mant in Antwerp is the world's larg- 
est diamond trading center. Iron 
and steel, machinery motor vehi- 
cles, chemicals, textile yarns and 
fabrics comprise the principal ex- 
ports. Belgium coins are usually in- 
scribed either in Dutch, French or 
both. However some modern coins 
are being inscribed in Latin or Ger- 
man. The language used is best told 
by noting the spelling of the name of 
the country. Many Belgium coins are collected by what is known as Position A and Position B edges. Some dates command a 
premium depending on the position which are as follows: Position A: Coins with portrait side down having upright edge letter- 
ing. / Position B: Coins with portrait side up having upright edge lettering.

The Republic of 
Hungary, located in cen- 
tral Europe, has an econ- 
omy based on agriculture, 
bauxite and a rapidly ex- 
panding industrial sector: 
machinery, chemicals, 
iron and steel, and fruits 
and vegetables are ex- 
ported. Many coins of 
Hungary through 1948, 
especially 1925-1945, have 
been restruck in recent 
times. These may be iden- 
tified by a rosette in the 
vicinity of the mintmark. Restrike mintages for KM440-449, 451-458, 468-469, 475-477, 480-483, 494, 496-498 are usually 
about 1000 pieces, later date mintages are not known.

A founded local organizations to secure 
4 rights and benefits for their service: 
many arrived home wounded or sick. 
There was no medical care or veterans' 
pension for them, and they were left to care for themselves. In their misery, some of these veterans banded together and formed 
organizations with what would become known as the Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United States. After chapters were formed 
in Ohio, Colorado and Pennsylvania, the movement quickly gained momentum. By 1915, membership grew to 5,000; by 1936, 
membership was almost 200,000. In 2008, VFW won a long-fought victory with the passing of a GI Bill for the 21st Century, 
giving expanded educational benefits to America's active-duty service members, and members of the Guard and Reserves, fight- 
ing in Iraq and Afghanistan.

We are fortunate Mike Hollingshead was able to arrange for 
Len Kuenzig (Secretary-Treasurer of the Canadian 
Association of Token Collectors, 1st Vice-President of 
the North York Coin Club) to speak at our SWCS April 
4th,2012 membership meeting on LeRoux tokens and 
early Canadian numismatic research. Len is a 
fascinating individual with many interest. At some point we 
hope to have Len return with some of his 90 Bonsai trees 
that he has grown all from seeds! He has been working on 
these miniatures for over 10 years and has amassed quite a 
collection. All are grown outside! 


The 'Early Canadian Coin Cabinet (Coins & Medals 
of Canada)' (pictured below right) was written by Joseph 
LeRoux of Montreal (who is pictured below left). Joseph 
was one of the major cataloguers of the late 19th century, 
and this French-Canadian also issued his own token as a 
storecard to invite subscriptions to his publications on 
Canadian tokens. His parents had their own prolific 
issuance: 29 children. The Chateau Ramezay is a museum 
and historic building on Notre-Dame Street in Old 
Montreal, opposite Montreal City Hall. Build in 1705 as the 
residence of then-governor of Montreal, Claude de 
Ramezay, the Chateau was the first building proclaimed as 
an historical monument in Quebec and is the province’s 
oldest private history museum. It has had many uses, prior 
to become the museum & library in 1896, it had been a 
school. Joseph LeRoux 1849-1904, the famous canadian 
numismatist, studied for 8 years in the building, then 
known as the Jacques-Cartier Normal School 1857-1882. 


The earliest illustration of a bonsai (penjing) is found in 
the Qianling Mausoleum murals at the Tang Dynasty tomb 
of Crown Prince Zhanghuai, dating to 706.
